EXPRESS WRECKED 
NEAR GOTE, SASK. 


Twenty-Seven People Injured, None 
Fatally, According to First 
Report Received, 


ENTIRE REAR END OF TRAIN 
ROLLED INTO THE PITCH 


No Edmontonian Appears Among the 
List of Those Who Sustained 
Injuries, 


Kamsack, Sask., Jan. 283—At about 
half past eight o'clock last evening 
when the Edmemton express, No, 2, 
bound for Winnipeg, was running on 
time about a mile east of Cote, the 
next station east of here, the rear end 
plunged down a steep embankment as 
a result of the train leaving the rails, 
Twenty-seven are reported injured 
but no lives are reported lost, although 
the condition ef Conductor Murphy, 
who was in charge of the train is 
said this morning to be very ‘serious, 
A wrecking train left Dauphin for the 
scene of thé accident this morning. 

The train was running at its usual 
rate and had just left Cote a few 
minutes when a sudden jar disturbed 
the passengers. In a few minutes it 
was realized that the train was off the 
track and a moment after the entire 
rear end, the first and second class 
coaches, the diner and Sleeper swung 
down the embankment, and ‘ock the 
ditch, the cars being piled up on their 
sides, where they now lie, a consider- 
able distance from the track, showing 
the force with which they left the 
dump. 

That no lives were lost seems re- 
markable, but most of the passengers 
in the train were badly hurt by the 
fail and the breaking glass, while 
others are suffering from cuts on their 
hands and arms, caused by their ef- 
forts to escape threugh the windows, 
The track is now reported clear.

'ANNUAL MEETING OF 
|THE BOARD OF TRADE 


Retiring Presid 
Points to the Remarkable Expan- 
sion of Industrial and Commercial 
Activities During 1911. 


Reports of a highly gratifying char- 
; acter were read at the annual meeting 
of the Edmenton board of trade yes- 
terday showing marked expansion 
in the loeal distributing trade and in- 
dustrial activities during the past 
year. The meeting, which qpened at 
four o'clock, was largely attended. 

While the keynote of the session was 
optomistic and the feeling prevailed 
that Edmonton's future was already 
assured, as far as its commercial posi- 
tion was converned, F, M. Morgan, the 
retiring president, pointed out the 


building lines for residential purposes, 
He said that unless more dwelling 
houses are erected in 1912 than dur- 
ing the year just closed, the situation 
is likely to become acute and a serious 
condition of congestion arise, which 
may retard the city's development.

The President's Address, 
address of the retiring 
Fr. M. Morgan. follows:— 

The rapid development that El- 
monton has achieved during recent 
years has furnished each fetiring pre- 
sident with so much material upon 
which to congratulate the members at 
each annual meeting, that anything I 
may have to say along these lines 
must necessarily sound like repetition, 
I cannot refrain, however, from dra¥’- 
ing attention to at least a few of the 
more Outstanding features in the pre- 
sent business situation, 

During the year Edmonton has 
come into the front rank of the more 
important commercial centres of Can- 
ada, and available trade statistics in- 
dicate that our volume of trade is ex- 
panding at e faster rate of increase 
than that of anyother city in the Do- 
minion, Custom house returns, which 
may be taken as an extremely safe in- 
dication as to relative volume of trade, 
indicates that duties collected at Ed- 
monton during 1911 were $705,236 as 
compared with $362,736 in 1910, 
$269,568 in 1909 and $228,252 in 1908; 
or an increase of 94 per cent. over 
1910, 161 per cent. over 1909, and 209 
per cent. over 1908, 

Edmonton's bank clearings in 1911

were 121,438,394 as compared with 
$71,633,115 in 1910, $51,561,018 in 
1909 and $38,486,496 in 1908, or an 
increase of 69 per cent. over 1910, 


135 per cent. over 1909 and 215 per 
cent, over 1908, These are the largest 
percentages of increase shown by any 
clearing centre in America, and I be- 
lieve that I am safe jn saying that 
such rapid expansion of trade has 
never been achieved by any commer- 
eclal centre In the Dominion, In 1968 
Edmonton stood 13th on the list of 
Canadian clearing house centres, 13th 
in 1909, 12th in 1910 and in 1911 we 
hold 10th place. On examining clear- 
ing house statistics for the Dominion, 
however, I find that while Edmonton 
started the year in 10th place our rel- 
ative position improved throughout 
the year; and during the last four 
months of 1911, Edmonton's bank 
clearings were exceeded by those of 
only 6 of Canada’s 18 clearing cen- 
tres, thus placing us seventh in the 
list of Canadian commercial centres. 
Building Activity. 

The record of activities in the build- 
ing trades have been reasonably satis- 
factory. Permits issued during the 
year were $3,672,260, as against $2,- 
160,106 in 1910; $2,128,166 in 1909, 
and $1,086,864 in 1908. I would point 
out, however, that notwithstanding the 
very active building season, 1910 
buildings of various kinds having been 
erected during the year, the dearth of 
premises of all’ kinds it even more 
acute than was che Case a year ago. 1 
believe that it is an absolutely safe 
statement that at the present moment 
there is not empty and available for 
rent in the whole of this city, any 
premises of any description whatso- 
ever, either residence, store, wholesale 
warehouse factory building or oitice 
accommodation, The tremendous ex- 

nsion in Bl nonten's cistributies 
trade and industrial activities necos- 
siietes very rapid expansion of busl- 
ness facilities of all kinds and a cor- 
responding increase in residential ac- 
commodation for the increased popu- 
lation rendered recessary by this ex- 
punsion in trade.
